Alexandria, Louisiana, om March 18, 1967. There were approxi- | 
mately 65 members present. ROBERT SHELTON advised tmt the — 
UKA in Louisiana would now be run by the Imperial Office of 

Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Pe stated he was removing JACK HELM | 
from the position of Grand Dragon for the State of Louisiana, - 


On Apri 10, 1967,° Birmingham Confidential Source 
T~-2 advised that on April 1, 1967, the UKA held a rally in 
Grant Park at Atlanta, Georgia. There were approximately 
500 people present at this rally. CALVIN CRAIG, Grand Dragon 
for the State of Georgia, led a march from Grant Park to the 


residence of one of Atlanta’s City Councilmen. After return- 


ing to the park, ROBERT M, SEELTON made a speech in which he 
pointed out the origin and growth of the Communist Party and 
claimed that the communist conspiracy was controlled by the 
Jews. | | . 
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On April 11, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-3 advised that a public rally was held in Plant City, 
Florida, by the UKA on April 8, 1967. There were 500 to 600 
people who attended this rally. The rally was delayed due 
to the arrest of seven men for parading with robes prior to 
the rally. ROBERT M. SHELTON gave a speech at this rally in. 
which he attacked the Justice Department as well as KATZENBACH, 


‘along with the Presidemt. He claimed that MARTIN LUTHER KING, 


a Negro leader, attended a communist training school at Folk 
Highlander. He also attacked the National Council of Churches, | 
An associate of SHELTON, MELVIN SEXTON, was selling Klan para- 
phernalia during the rally. 


On April 9, 1967, BH T-3 advised that a state aéet~ 
ing of the UKA was held at Orlando, Florida, on April 9, 1967. 
The meeting was presided over by ROBERT M, SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, assisted by Imperial Kligrapp, MELVIN SEXTON, There 


were approximately 54 members present. SHELTON gave a speec? 
in which he stated that too many Klansmen were paradin 








the press to these rallies. He advised that care should be 
taken not to allow press photographers to photograph spectators 
and participants of the rallies who objected to being photo- 
graphed, SHELTON stated he was always courteous and went out 
of his way to talk to the press om every opportunity he got, 

He also advocated being courteous to policemen; however, he 
stated that Klansmen should not submit to arrest or a search 
of their vehicles unless specific charges or articles are 
specified in the warrants.

Carolina, on April 14, 1967, and there were approximately 300 
to 500 people in attendan r1cé.

On May 8, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-7 advised that a "Spring Festival" was held by the UKA at 
Richmond, Virginia, om May 6-7, 1967. Approximately 1,200 
individuals were in attendance at the rally on May 6, 1967, 
and approximately 400 attended on May 7, 1967. Inclement 
“weather caused a reduction in the rumber of individu ls on 
May 7, 1967. This festival was basically a money-making 
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venture with estimated income collected during the two days 
to be $15,000.00. ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, ard his 
secretary, MELVON SEXY0ON, had their car loaded down with 
movie reels of the Selma ” va woh and SHELTON's book entitled 
"Blood on My Hands." They also had numerous gadgets and 
trinkets for sale. SHELTON was autographing copies of his— 
book which sold for $2.00 apiece. Approximately 500 to 700 
of these books were sold. Movie reels of the Selma, Alabama, | 
March were sold for $200.00 each. SHELTON made his regular 
speech in which he denounced communism, criticized the 
Department of Justice, and in gémeral criticized the current 
U. S. Government policies. A casket was on display with a 
dummy body lying in it with the mame tag on the body marked 
"Uncle Sam," 


A GEORGE DORSETT, reported to be a former UKA 
Imperial Chaplain from North Carolina, was ejected from the 
rally by cian guards after a scuffle. 


On May 26, 1967, BH T=1 atvised that ROBERT M, | 
.SHELTON conducted a Klam-craft school at the West Monroe 
Klavern in West Monroe, Louisiana, on May 18, 1967. There 

were 28 Klansmen present. SHELTON was in charge of the meeting 
and gave instructions on how to conduct a Klan mice ere and 
other Klan pIpeRma eee: 


On May 29, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T+8 advised that a rally was held at Woodville, Texas, on 
May 29, 1967. There were approximately 30 Klamsmen present, 
ten of whom wore robes. There were approximately 100 specta- 
tors at this rally. ROBERT M. SHELTON made a speech in which 
he criticized the Federal Covernment and blamed the communists: 
for organizing the civil rignts workers. 


BH T-8 advised that a public rally was held at 
Groesbeck, Texas, on May 27, 1967. There were approximately 
100 people who attended this raily, and ROBERT SHELTON gave 
his usual speech, 


BH T-8 advised that a UKA rally was held near 
Houston, Texas, om May:28, 1967. There were approximately 
150 people in. attendance at this rally. There were approxi- 
mately 20 Klansmen presezt and about 15 of them wore robes. 
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ROBERT M. SHELTON gave a speech after which a cross was 
burned, 


On June 5, 1967, Srditioean Confidential ‘Source 
T-9 advised that a state meeting of the UKA was held at 
Harriman, Tennessee, on Jume 4, 1967. There were approxi-— 
mately 50 members present, amd ROBERT M. SHELTON. spoke about 
the FBI informants in the Klan in the State of Tennessee, 
He stated he knew there were informints in every Klavern in 
the State of Temnessee, and he was going to make it his 
business to find out who they were. SHELTON also spoke of 
his-case before the Federal Courts, and stated that he would 
probably have to take it all the way to the Supreme Court. 
He spoke on the war in Vietnam and accused STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
and people like him of trying to get the United States involved 
in small wars throughout the world so that the American troops 
will be away from home and people like CARMICHAEL can take © 
over the country. 


On June 12, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T~-10 advised that a UKA rally was held at Florence, Alabama, 
on June 10, 1967. There were approximately 300 people present.. 
ROBERT SHELTON gave a speech at this rally in which he blamed 
the Jews for being the main trouble-makers in the United 
States. He stated that the Jers: guess to take over the 
United States Black Belt in 1912. | 


On June 18, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-11 advised that a UKA rally was held at Dothan, Alabama, 
on June 17, 1967. There were approximately 250 to 300 people 
present, and the sein speaker was Imperial Wizard ROBERT M. 
SHELTON, SHELTON stated the organizations of communism want 
to do away with God and the.white race of people. He stated 
that STOKELY CARMICHAEL has proven to the world that a ere 
can do anything outside of murder to our Constitution and get 
away with it. 


On June 24, 1967, nt cad need Confidential Source 
T-12 advised that a state meeting and rally of the UKA were 
held at Jasper, Alabama, on June 24, 1967. There were approxi- 
mately 300 people at the rally, and ROBERT SHELTON gave a 
speech in which he criticized the Jews and their connection 
with the Communist Party and the NAACP. A communist flag was 
burned at this rally. 7

On June 25, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
7-13 advised that a rally was held at Stevenson, Alabama, 
on June 25, 1967, by the UKA. .There were approximately 150° 
people present, and the rally was called off due to severe 
rain. ROBERT M. SHELTON was in attendance at this rally. 


| On July 17, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-14 advised that a UKA rally was held at Charleston, South 
Carolina, on July 15, 1967. There were approximately 250 to 
300 spectators present, im addition to approximately 20 robed 
Klansmen. ROBERT M. SHELTON and MELVIN SEXTON were present - 
at this rally, and ROBERT SHELTON wanted to cancel the rally. 
because it was being held across the street from a. Negro | 
honky-tonk. He felt that there might be trouble if they 

held the rally. The rally was held and SHELTON delivered 

an hour Speech. 


On July 17, 1967, BH T-14 advised that a UKA rally 
was held at Bishopville, South Carolina, on July 16, 1967. 
There were approximately 400 people who attended this rally 
and an estimated 20 Klansmen im robes. ROBERT M. SHELTON 
stated that the Klan in South Carolina should emphasize 
patriotism to the United States rather than continually 
degrading the Negro. The main speaker was Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON, and he gave his usual talk criticizing the 
Federal Government. SHELTON was overheard to mention that 
the South Carolina membership in the Klan had dropped off 
70 percent from its highest peak. He stated that the Klan 
was starting to pick up membership in the State of Carolina. 
SHELTON stated that the units purchase the two films which - 
were available from the Imperial Office, and that by showing 
these films at public meetings he felt that interest could | 
be stimulated in the Klan. ., 


: On July 27, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-15 advised that a Klan rally was held on the night of 
July 21, 1967, west of Vernon, Alabama. Approximately 40 
people attended this Bene and ROBERT M. fe aha was the. 
featured speaker. 


... On July 24, 1967, Bimis nigh Confidential Source T-16 
advised that a public rally was held at Stevenson, Alabama, 
on July 22, 1967. There were approximately 250 to 300 | 
people present, and a 30-fcot cross was burned during the 
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rally. ROBERT M. SHELTON was the featured speaker. 


On July 31, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-17 advised a UKA rally was held at Greenville, Mississippi, 
on July 29, 1967, with approximately 500 to 600 people 
attending. ROBERT M, SHELTON delivered a speech in which he 
advised that the UKA was going all cut to defend 16 men who 
had been arrested in North Carolina recently on Federal 
conspiracy charges. He stated that if these 16 men were 
prosecuted, it would open the door for prosecution of all UKA. 
members throughout the South. 


On August 4, 1967, BH T-17 advised that a rally was 
held on August 2, 1967, at Morgantown, North Carolina. There 
were approximately 185 people in attendance andl robed Klansmen, 
ROBERT SHELTON was the main speaker and made his usual speech 
condemning the Federal Government. 


On August 6, 1967, Birmingham Confidential:Source 
T-18 advised that a UKA rally was held near Kannapolis, North 
Carolina, on August 5, 1967. Three 50-foot crosses were burned, 
and ROBERT SHELTON spoke for about 45 minutes concerning the 
origin and spread of communism, and stated that the civil 
rights trouble was a communist plot for world domination. 


On August 6, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-19 advised that a stats meeting of the UKA was held on 
August 6, 1967, at Salisbury, North Carolina, There were 
approximately 300 peopis present. It was reported at this 
meeting that some $65,900.00 had been taken in during the | 
year for the North Carolina Klan. ROBERT SHELTON spoke and 
stated that some af the units do not show how much money they 
have in their local treasuries when they send in their monthly 
reports. He stated that he needs this for his books, and that 
if the local units do not furnish this information so that it 
will be available on ths books of the National Headquarters 
for Internal Revenue Service that Internal Revenue Service 
probably will check the books of every local unit. 


On ‘August 14, 1957, Birmizgham Confidential Source 
T-20 advised that a meeting was held at Dearborn Heights, 
Michigan,-on August 13, 1967, and there were approximately 
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92 people in attendance. ROBERT M, SHELTON and MELVIN 
SEXTON, Imperial Secrstary, attended this meeting. ROBERT 
SHELTON gave a speech and stated that Klansmen were loyal 
Americans and that they were being harassed by law enforce- 
ment officers during their rallies when they were not violat- 
ing any law. He stated that the civil rights movement has 
been infiltrated by the Communist Party, and that they are 
responsible for the riots that are occurring in the cities. 
He also claimed that the communists have infiltrated the | 
National Council of Churches. | 


On August 28, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-21 advised that on August 27, 1967, a state meeting for the 
State of Texas, UKA, was held at Woodville, Texas. There: 
were approximately 40 to 50 Klansmen in attendance. ROBERT 
SHELTON advised that he intends to bring charges against | 


JACK CANNON for not returning UKA property to tle UKA when 


he quit the UKA, SHELTON also announced that there would 
be a National Convention of the UKA at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
on September 2-3, 1967, at which time all national offices: 
would be open for election. 


On July 5, 1967, BH T~1 advised that units of the 
UKA had received several letters from the Imperial Office of 
the UKA stating that a GEORGE F, DORSETT was forcibly expelled 
fromthe UKA,and that CLYDE A, WEBSTER and JAMES A, COLE also 


. were expelled from the UKA, ‘He advised that DORSETT and 


WEBSTER were conspiring to defraud the Klan of its dues and 
had sent letters. to all of the units to send their dues to 
one KENNETH MURRELL rather than to the Natioml1 Headquarters 
of the UKA, These letters stated tmt Mr. SHELTON was no. 
longer Imperial Wizard of the UKA. ROBERT SHELTON indicated 
that he intended to turn this matter over to the Federal — 
Government for possible prosecution of the violation of 
meine: the mails to defraud. | ee 


On May 10, 1967, Birmingham Confidential Source 
T-22 advised that ROBERT M. SHELZON has a printing press 


which is located in the old building at 1708 15th Street 


East, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. ROBERT SHELTON is preneue the 
publication “EASY Cross" at this location. 
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On July 8, 1967, BH T-22 advised that the "Fiery. 
Cross" being printed by ROBERT SHELTON is being redesigned, 
and it is now going to be published as a magazine, The  _ 
cover for the magazine is being printed in Florida, and the 
interior pages are being printed on the Klan press in | 
Tuscaloosa. The cost of the new magazine will be $3.00 per 
year, and there will be 12 copies issued per year. 


On September 6, 1967, Birmingham Confidential | 
Source 23 advised that the UKA held a National Klonvocation 
at the Hotel Stafford in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, on September 
2-3, 1967. There was a total of approximately 390 voting 
delegates at the Klonvocation and approximately 100 other 
Klansmen who were present in the capacity of visitors. 
ROBERT SHELTON was re-elected as Imperial Wizard of the UKA, 
ROBERT SHELTON announced that a second degree inside the UKA 
was being organized. He stated that the candidates for this 
degree would be required to take a sodium penothal (truth | 
serum) test to determine if they were sincere Klansmen, The 
financial report was read at the meeting, and this report 
indicated that the UKA had a total income from dues of 
$54,000.00 and a total over-all imcome of approximately 
$110,000.00 for the last year. 


On September 4, 1967, Birmingham Confidential 
Source 27 advised that a National Klonvocation was held at 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, on September 2, 1967. Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON gave a speech in which he stressed the need 
for a national program to be initiated for the purpose of 
organizing a Junior Kian organization over the entire nation. 
He stated that this organization was to consist of boys from 
the ages of 12 through 18, and that these boys should be 
trained while they were young before they were brainwashed 
by the liberal @srnts. SHELTON stated that when these boys | 
reach the age of 18, they could then be inducted into the. 
regular Klan organization. Several Klansmen were observed 
taking notes during SHELTON's pba and the note-taking was 
ordered stopped by SHELTON, a | 


On September 5, 1967, BH T-17 advised that the 
National Klonvocation was held at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, on 
September 2-3, 1967, and that ROBERT M, SHELTON stated that 
his plans to use sodium penothal to test all new Imperial 
Officers of the UKA had fallen through. He also discussed 
administering Polygraph tests to newly-elected Imperial. 
Officers; however, he indicated there was not enough time 
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to administer these: tests during the Klonvocation. SHELTON 


indicated that he had only four preferences for the National 


Officers, and these were: MELVIN SEXTON as Imperial 
Secretary, JAMES SPEARS as Imperial Chaplain, and COY NEAL 
as Imperial Treasurer. All three of these persons were 
nominated and elected. SHELTON gave a financial report and 
indicated that the imcome from the sale of records for the 


National Office was $19,320.00. Car expenses for the 
Imperial Officers wre $6,000.00, and salaries were given © 


only as SHELTON, $200.00 per week, and SEXTON, $250.00 per 
week, There were approximately 670 persons attending the 
Klonvocation. | | 


On September 4, 1967, Birmingham Confidential 
Source 25 advised that the National Klonvocation was held 
at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, on September 2-3, 1967. The financial 
report as given by ROBERT M, SHELTON for the past year indi- 
cated that the UKA had an income of about $110,000.00 from 
July 1, 1966, through June 30, 1967. During this same period, 
expenditures amounted to about $112,000.00. It was also re- 
ported that the organization owes about $8,000 to $9,000 on 
printing equipment. 


On September 4, 1967, BH T-25 advised that a total 
of 391 voting delegates attended the Klonvocation, and that 
the total attendance was between 450 and 500. ROBERT M, 
SHELTON was re-elected Imperial Wizard with no oppositiion, 


. On September 6, 1967, Birmingham Confidential 
Source T-26 advised that the National Klonvocation of the 
UKA was held at Tuscaiscosa, Alabama, on September 2-3, 1967. 
It was estimated that there were approximately 550 to 600 
people present. RFCEERT SHELTON gave the financial report 
and had each State Grand Dragon come up to the platform to 
stand and witness to the correctness of the figures given 
in the report. Members of the Klan were ordered not to 
trade with the Top Dollar Stores and to boycott them. They 
were also urged to object to the program "The Dating Game" 
which shows Negro and white persons mixing. 


On September 23, 1967, BH T~27 advised that a rally 


‘was held at South Hill, Virginia, on September 24, 1967. 
There were approximately 75 to 100 peopie in attendance.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that thi: Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc, 


A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Ine. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and United 
Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 


. ? and segregation of the races, 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
(The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial | 
Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with 
units in several southern states.) 


- Second source advised that at a meeting in Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, Knights of the 
‘Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 


| Third source advised on May 25, 1967, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to this 
position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation in 
Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during April, 1966, 
the National Office was moved from Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON's residence, 
#18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama, which space 
he had converted into a room,

If after the agent or agents indicate they are desirous of | 
continuing the interview, he, the UKA member, should bring > 
forth a camera and take photographs of the interviewing 

agent or agents. Then if the agent or agents persist in 
continuing the interview, he should then obtain a tape 
recorder and inform the agent or agents that he is going) to 
tape the interview. According to SHELTON, if the agent or 
agents continue to remain on the premises after the afore-~. 
mentioned procedures have taken place, the UKA member should 
then engage the agent or agents in an argument. . He could do 
this by alleging that the agent or agents have accused him . 
“of bombing the home of a Negro, After making this all egation, 
the UKA member should then tell the agent or agents to leave 
the house and that if they do not, he is going to call the 
police, If the agent or agents do not leave the residence, |

. Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc. 


A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, | 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and United — 
Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 
and segregation of the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
(The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with 
units in several southern states. ) : 

Second source advised that at a meeting in Pratt- 
ville, Alabama, On October 22, 196yl, the U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currentiy an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT ¥. SHELTON is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization, and was elected to | 
this position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation 
in Birmingham, Alabama.

T-=9 
advised that SHELTON told DESMOND to inform him if any of 
the Delaware members of the Klan had received summons to 
appear before the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 
T-9 advised that SHELTON informed DESMOND that he, SHELTON, 
after leaving Washington, was going to go to Boston, Massa~ 
chusetts, to meet with some of the Klan leaders there, to 
begin an organizational drive.

828), 
and by House Resolution 8, 89th Congress, at a meeting on 
March 30, 1965, by motion carried, authorized an investigation 
of, and hearings on, the various Ku Klux Klan organizations 
in the United States, and their activities, a matter within 
the scope of the authority of the Committee.

310, authorizing the expenditure of $50,000 for the aforesaid

-SHELTON was advised that he did 
not have to answer any questions or furnish any information, 
and that any information he did furnish could be used 
against him in a court of law; further, that he had a right 
to consult with an attorney. He was not promised anything 
or threatened in any manner to obtain his cooperation. 


SHELTON was advised that the primary purpose of 
the interview was to develop information which might be of 
assistance in the solution of the Birmingham bombings and 
to develop any background information which he might possess 
concerning the three recent bombings which occurred in an 
area adjacent to the University of Alabama cempus at | 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 


SHELTON advised that he wished to make his position 
clear, that he is head of the UKA, he was against violence of 
any type, and had so instructed the members of the organiza- 
tion. Further, that the primary purps of the UKA was to | 
operate as a political organization and by effective control 
obtain the desired results concerning segregation legally 
and without violence. He stated in the past it has been 
necessary for him to expel from the organization some members 
either because of their radical beliefs and statements or 
because of acts of violence which he considered to be 
against the best interests of the organization. 


SHELTON stated that initially, upon learning of 
the bombings. at Birmingham, Alabama, and particularly of 
the bombing of the 16th Street Baptist Church on September 15, 
1963, he was somewhat concerned that possibly a Klansman was 
involved. He stated he has since satisfied himself that this 
is not the case and that his opinion in this matter was based | 
upon the results of an investigation conducted by him per- 
sonally, as well as results of the investigation conducted by 
two men whom he had assigned specifically to determine the 
facts. SHELTON related thatthe men who were arrested by the 
Alabama State Highway Patrol, namely JOHN WESLEY HALL, 


' Gardendale, Alabama; ROBERT EDWARD CHAMBLISS, 2505 32nd 
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Avenue North, Birmingham, Alabama; and CHARLES A, CAGLE, 
Gardendale, Alabama, are in his opinion innocent victims 

and not actually involved in the bombing of the 16th Street 
Baptist Church. SHELTON stated if he were in possession of 
information which would lead to the arrest of the person or 
persons guilty of this bombing he would make it available 

to the state and Federal authorities because he feels that 
this bombing is an atrocious and cruel act which has done 
great damage to the goals and prestige of the segregationist 
movement in Alabama and has adversely affected the operation 
of the UZA. He stated he is greatly concerned over this and 
personally feels that the members of the National States Rights 
Party, which is headed inthe Alabama area by Dr. EDWARD R, 
FIELDS, 1509 Mims Street, SW, Birmingham, Alabama, are respon- 
sible for this bombing. He stated he has ordered the members 
of the UA not to participate in any of the National States 


Rights Party activities or associate with their members. He 


stated that Dr. FIZ£ZLDS is particularly a dangerous and un- 
worthy individual whose motives are primarily for personal 
gain and who will not stop at anything in order to achieve 

his own selfish goals without regard to what is best for the 
state of Alabama or in fact the country. SHELTON pointed out 
that in one instance FIELDS had directed a telegram to him in 
which he referred to a phone conversation alleged to have been 
held with him, SHSLTON, and then made certain statements in 
the telegram which had a tendency to indicate that they like- 
wise were the beliefs of the United Klans and himself, as well 
as FIELDS. SHuLTON stated this telegram was without fact and 
that he had not talked previously with FIELDS by phone and had 
certainly not discussed the items mentioned by FIELDS in the 
telegram. SHELTON stated he immediately sent a telegram to 
FIELDS setting these facts forth, and since that time has 
redoubled his efforts to disavow any Klan connection with 
either FIELDS or the National States Rights Party. SHELTON 
further stated that the aims of the United Americans for 
Conservative Government are not in opposition to his own per- 
sonal aims, and that this organization is attempting to legally 
obtain the goals of segregation and other political aims by 
legal and non-violent programs. 
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SHELTON inquired of the investigating agents as 
to whether or not the same investigative intensity was 
being directed at the Negroes and other organizations as 
was apparently being directed by the FBI at the UKA. 
SHELTON was advised that the FBI investigation was directed 
at determining the identities of the persons responsible 
for the bombings at Birmingham regardless of their race, 
religion or political doctrines, and that certainly every 
possible avenue was being explored in an effort to obtain 
this desired result. SHELTON was further requested to 
Furnish any. and all information he might possess which 
might be used as a basis for an investigative lead. SHELTON 
stated he had no specific leads or suggestions at the present 
time but in the event he did obtain such information, he 
would furnish it to the Birmingham Office of the FBI. 


Concerning his activities on the evening of 
Sevtember 14, 1963, which was the evening prior to the 
bombing of the 16th Street Baptist Church at Birminghan, 
Alabama, SHELTON stated he had worked at his office during 

- the evening on the printing of some pamphlets and that in 
this he had been assisted by HERBERT EUGANE REEVES, 5728 
33rd Street North, Birmingham, Alabama, and anotner indi- 
vidual whose noame.he does not recall but who was an asso- 
clate of REEVES from the Birmingham area. SNELTON stated 
during the evenings, possibly at about 11 o'clock, he re- 
cdved a telephone call from an individual reporting that 

a large number of cars containing Negroes were proceeding 
towards Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and that he feared some type 

of demonstrations in the Tuscaloosa or Birmingham areas. 
SHELTON stated upon being informed of this allegation, he 
immediately contacted the local police department at 
Tuscaloosa, informing them of this information and also 
telephonically contacted the Alabama State Highway Patrol 
furnishing the same information to this organization. 
SHELTON stated as far as he knows, there was no incident 
that evening and he has no additional information concerning 
it. SHELTON was asked to furnish the identity of the person 
furnishing the information to him, whereupon he stated he 
felt he would be able to locate the name of this person, and 
if he did so would furnish it to the FBI Office at Birmingham. 
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SHELTON stated he has cooperated wherever pos- 
sble in the investigation being conducted by the Alabama 
State Highway Patrol and is agreeable to cooperate in any 
way possible with the present investigation being conducted 
by the FBI. He stated he has been considerably disturbed 
by the activities of the Justice Department in Alabama and 
questions both their legality and sincerity. He pointed 
out several incidents involving personnel of the Department 
of Justice which had received considerable publicity in the 
local papers as being the items to which he referred. At 
this point SHELTON was informed by the interviewing agents 
that while the FBI is a part of the U. 8. Department of 
Justice, the FBI in no manner was involved in any of the 
incidents referred to by him. SHELTON stated he realized 
this was true but stated as a matter of fact the Department 
of Justice was headed by Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY, 
for whom he has no respect, and that if it were possible 
KENNEDY would immediately remove Director HOOVER from office 
in order that he could fully control and dictate the acti- 
vities of the FBI. He acknowledged that while Hr. HOCOVER 
was Director of the FBI such political and unfair manipula- 
tions would not be possible. The interviewing agents assured 
SHELTON that certainly as long as lh, HOOVER was head of the 
FBI the organization would be in fact an investigative organi- 
Zation without malice or opinion and dedicated to serving the 
public without preference or discrimination. SITELTON stated 
he has always actually been an admirer of the Bureau and Hr. 
HOOVER and hoped that his leadership in the FBI would con- 
tinue, 


Concerning the three recent bombings which occurred 
in an area adjacent to the campus of the University of Alabama 
at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, SHELTON stated he had no information 
concerning the identity of the person responsible for the 
bombings but opined that in his opinion the bombings, which 


were positively not meant to injure anyone or to do danage 


to property, were committed by members of the National Guard 
which had been assigned to the campus for guard duty and 


which was scheduled for withdrawal and return to civilian 
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status. He pointed out that the members of the National 
Guard on active duty were largely from the immediate area 
of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and as such were able to maintain 
their civilian jobs and also to collect military pay, 

which he stated ranged from $300 to $700 per month, at the 
sane time. SHELTON pointed out that the situation at 
Tuscaloosa has been peaceful and that the discharge of the 
National Guard was warranted because no emergency existed. 
He stated it is his opinion that one or more members of the 
National Guard apparentiy had set off the three explosions 
in an attempt to create an apparent emergency condition, 
which would warrant the continued maintenance of the Natonal 
Guard in the area with the resultant high and extra income 
accruing to those on assignment. SHELTON emphasized that 
this is not a Klan activity and that if he obtains any in- 
formation concerning the identity of the person or persons 
responsible for these bombings he will immediately furnish 
it to the FBI. | 


SHELTON stated the UKA is not associated with the 
Dixie Klans of Chattanooga, Tennessee, but that to his 
knowledge there is no friction between the two groups. He 
stated the only unit of the Dixie Klan within the state of 
Alabama is located at Anniston, Alabama, and is apparently 
headed by KENNETH ADAMS and that a relatively small number 
of Klansmen belong. SHELTON stated he has no knowledge of 
any of the activities of the Dixie Klan, and specifically 
the Anniston group, but indicated that this group would not 
be welcome in the USA as long as he was the Imperial Wizard. 
SHELTON stated he has the same feeling for the various 
organizations headed or promoted by ASA CARTER, also of 
Anniston, Alabama, who at one time was a candidate for 
Governor of the state of Alabama and who is presently em- 
ployed as a publicity agent by. Governor WALLACE, SHELTON 
stated CARTER is unreliable, dangerous, and in his opinion 
an extremist motivated possibly by communistic tendencies. 
SHELTON stated he has no specific knowledge of CARTER's 
activities at the present time but would not be surprised 
at anything he might do. 
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SHELTON stated that while he was not in sympathy 
with any of the activities of the Department of Justice, 
he would cooperate as far as possible with the investiga- 
tive efforts of the FBI in the solution of the bombings in 
Birmingham, Alabama, and would make himself available for 
further interview in the event the investigating agents 
felt he could be of service. SHELTON indicated that at the 
present time he is active in obtaining additional members 
for the UKA and expects to undertake additional organiza- 
tional activities in some of the northern cities of the 
United States in an effort to further promote and develop 
the political aspects and power of the UKA, | 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC, | 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 
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Records of the Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name UNITED KLAMS, KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 

OF AMERICA, INC. 


A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
UNITED KLANS was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white sup- 
remacy, and segregation of the races. 


The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, 
with units in several southern states. 


On August 14, 1961, the second source advised 
that the organization formerly known as United Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be Known 
im the future as UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., KNIGHTS OF 
THE KU KLUX KLAN, The second source said the name was changed 
by a resolution adopted at the National Klonvocation held 
said 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia. :
